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Soldiers, Sailors, Civilians 
Join in Riot at Halifax--They 
Attack and Damage City Hall 


Trouble Starts Over Cake of Soa, Bought by Bluejackets 


Mastered, Though Hose Was Cut by Rioters—Patrol 
mance Hurled into Harbor—Disturbance Quelled by

HALIFAX, N.S., May 26.—No arrests have been made in con- 
nection with the riots here on Saturday night, when a crowd esti- 
mated now at 10,000 persons gathered and did damage to the police 
station, the city hall and other city property estimated at between 


$5,000 and $10,000. 


HALIFAX, N.S., May 26.—Mob rule / 
prevailed in the downtown section of 
this clty last night, when a crowd of 
soldiers, sailors and civilians attacked 


the city hall and caused damage esti- 
mated at $5,000. 

The police court was wrecked, most 
of the windows in the building were 
smashed, the office of the city engl- 
neer damaged by chemicals used to 
extinguishe an incipient blaze started 
by the rioters, the city patrol wagon 
Was thrown into the harbor and an 
automobile and motor cycle were tak- 
en from the wagon shed and badly 
battered, So far as is known, no one} 
Was seriously hurt in the melee, 

The trouble started about 8 o'clock 
in the evening, when two British sail- 
ors were arrested by Policeman Isnor 
in front of a store on Brighton street 
for refusing to pay for a purchased 
cake of soap. One of the sailors was 
taken to the police station at the city 
hall, but the other escaped, and evi- 
dently enlisted. the sympathy of a num- } 
ber of soldiers and bluejackets, for} 
the police were notified about five min- | 


utes later that a large crowd had col- | 
lected at a street corner, a few blocks | 
away, 
Crowd Attacks Hall 

A squad of five policemen attempted 
to disperse the gathering, but failed 
and returned to the station, The crowd 
followed them, and when they reach- 
ed the city hall, several soldiers were 
urrested for creating a disturbance. 
This excited the anger of their com- 
rades, and when the police had enter- 
ed the station, persons in the crowd 
threw stones at the windows. By this 
time it was dark, and the police, con- 
sidering it tmpossible to check the 
rioters, remained in the station. Stones 
flew thick and fast, and almost every 
window on the north side of the build- 
ing was broken. Not satisfied with 
this, and seeing that there was no re- 
sistance, the unruly gang became bold- 
er. Some of the rioters smashed in 
the door of the police court and wan- 
tonly destroyed woodwork there, The 
magistrate’s bench was damaged and 
the prisoners’ box torn down. 

Hurt Wagun Into Harbor

Burning Hay Thrown Into Office 


A bale of hay soaked with pasoline 
was thrown burning into the office. 
Fire fighting apparatus was rushed to 
the scene, but the engine hose was cut 
by the rioters Lofore it could be con- 
nected with the hydrant, The  fire- 
men, however, were able to extinguish 
the blaze with chemicals. The po- 
lice meanwhile had sent in a call to 
the militia for aid and a detachment 
of 200 soldiers were sent to the city 
hall. This was about 10.30 p.m, The 
arrival of the soldiers cooled the ardor 
of most of the rioters, but stones were 
thrown and the shouting and din con- 
tinued. Finally the police decided to 
release the arrested soldiers and sail- 
ors, Shortly after their release the 
The arrival 
of a strong naval picket improved the 
situation and by midnight al! was 
quiet. 

Today all soléiers here were con- 
fined to barracks and sailors to ships 
as precautionary measures. 

Statement by Mayor 

Mayor Hawkins, in a formal state- 
ment on the riots issued Sunday even- 
ing, claims that they were due indi- 
rectly to a grievance which the re- 


‘turned soldiers allege they had, and 


he added that returned men, many of 


whom are nervous and _ neuratic, 
should not be allowed at large in 
numbers, as excitement is likely to 


make them commit illegal acts. The 
mayor pointed out that the police had 
been decimated by the Military Ser- 
vice act, and that the remaining mem- 
bers of the force are either too old or 
too young. He deprecated the calling 
out of the military, who are liable to 
take extreme measures, and he ad- 
vises the people to keep away when 
riots occur. 

Mayor Hawkins does not think 
there is any likelihood, however, of a 
recurrence of the riots, The chief of 
police, the mayor said, released the 
arrested soldiers. and sailors in re- 
sponse to the mob’s demand, and he 
is of the opinion the chief acted wise- 
ly, thereby precluding further trouble. 
Some American soldiers were involv- 
ed in the riots, but took no active 
part in them.

-—Police Court Wrecked — Blaze Started But Soon! Large Areas of Mesopot-| 


amia Are Cleared of the 
Enemy 


GREAT HAUL OF BOOTY 


Commander and Staff 
Division Among the 
Prisoners 


LONDON, May 26.—(Via Reuter’s 
Limited)—Larg> areas of Mesopota- 
mia have been cleared of the enemy, 
denying to him the most fertile dis- 
tricts, at a time when the crops are 
just ripening; nine thousand prisoners 


have been captured, together with 
many cannon, machine guns, and an 
enormous amount of booty by the 


British forces operating in the vaileys 
of the Tigris and Euphrates since 
March 25, according to the official 
correspondent with the field forces in 
that theatre of the war, The British 
cavairy, after a weary and difficult 
march, gained the Aleppo road, where 
it crosses the Wadi Hamrin, and cut 
off the enemy’s retreat by road and 
river. The foe's attenipts to break 
through this barrier at midnight were 
repulsed and they lost over 1,000 pris- 
oners. 

The next morning the pursuit was 
vigorously continued, and went on 
during March 27 and 28, The pris- 
oners taken include a commander and 
staff of the b0th Turkish division 
and 5,000 men. Fourteen guns and 
about 50 machine guns were also ta- 
ken, in addition to vast quantities of 
rifle ammunition, The large quanti- 
ties of munitions taken by the British 
forces indicated that preparations had 
been made for the Turco-German 
army that was to have descended 
from Aleppo and capture Bagdad 
last autumn, This movement, how- 
ever, was frustrated by the British 
forces concentrating on the Gaza 
front, in southern Palestine, 

At the beginning of May, the scat- 
tered distribution of Turkish forces in 
the Kilfri and Kirkuk areas, afford- 
ed an opportunity for the infliction 
of another dofeat upon the enemy. 
These operations were successful, 
Both Kilfri and Kirkuk were taken 
with about 8,000 prisoners, 16 can- 
non and 26 machine guns, besides 
much other booty. 


SPEAKER OF GERMAN

SNOW AND FROST 
‘DOUBLE BLESSING 


Will Tend to Increase Yield of 
Grain, D, W. Warner 
Asserts 


After a test of sample wheat plants, 
D. W. Warner has found that a plant 
that was frozen has twice as much 
root growth as the plant untouched 
by frost. Therefore, he reasons that 
now since there is such a satisfactory 
supply of moisture in the soil that 
there will soon be g remarkable rapid 
and rank growth of grain which will 
soon more than make up for the mere 
loss of a few leafiets by the recent 
frosts, 

He is also of the opinion that the 
frost may tend to increase the stuoling 
of the plant and perhaps thus more 
stalks ox stems may grow up from 
the increased root system which his 
test showed to exist on the plants that 
had their leaf tips wilted by the frost. 

The increased stooling means an 
increased number of wheat heads and 
hence also a larger yield of grain and 
a greater food supply as a result, The 


snow and frost would thus be a dou- | 


ble blessing in disguise.

CANADIAN ARMY 
TERS IN THE FIELD, May 26 (via 
London),—Fourteen prisoners and a 
machine gun were captured, numerous 
enemy posts destroyed, and many dug- 
outs bombed in Canadian raids yes- 
terday morning. The enemy was on 
the alert and showed better morale 
{than the troops encountered during re- 
cent weeks. In many places he offer- 
ecd a vigorous resistance. The major 
raid of the morning was carried out 
by troops from Alberta, who attacked 
the enemy lines in three places. Al- 
though famiilar with the ground, our 
men were handicapped by the bright 
moonlight and the enemy's machine! 
{gun activity added further difficulties | 
|to our advance over naturally difficult 
ground. 

The operation, however, was in 
every way successful. An observation 
post and a deep dugout in front of} 
the village were the chief objectives. ; 

The strongly wired enemy trench | 
was first subjected to a destructive fire 
from our howitzers, This was highly | 
succesfsul in cutting the barbed wire | 
defence, and at 12.40, while the ene- 
my bombed our covering patrols, raid- 
ers advanced in three parties against 
the village. 

On the right only, was there any 
serious opposition from a machine 
gun post on the flank. A special party 
detailed to put this gun out of action, | 
encountered some very strong wire, 
and was held up for some minutes in| 
direct view of the garrison. 

Break Through Wire 

Our party, however, advanced un- 
der protection of heavy rifle and gre- 
nade fire. This was successful and the 
German crew working the gun could | 
be seen striving desperately to repair | 
and get it into action. Before they 
could succeed our men had broken 


through the wire and the garrison 
then ran, leaving the gun in our! 
hands. 


In the vicinity of the main road of 
the village, the raiding party succeed. 
ed in reaching their main objective 
after shooting and bayoneting five 
Boches and taking the same number 
prisoners. The enemy's dugout, 
which was found to be used mainly as 
a bomb store, was deserted. The tri-

The American consulate !s recsiv- 
ing many inquiries as to whether 
American citizens are obliged .to regis- 
ter, or should register, in the Man- 
and-Woman-Power registration which 
is to take place on June 22nd. Mauyw 
appear to thiak that the possession 
of a certificate of registration from 
the consulate or a card showing regis- 
tration for the United States military 
service, or even a birth certificate or 
other evidence of Amerlean citizen- 
shop, will excuse them from register- 
ing on June 22nd. 

These are all mistakes which are 
likely to lead to serious trouble. The 
| consulate is authoritatively advised 
that the Man-and-Woman-Power re- 
gistration has no direct connection 
i with military eervice and does not 
|render anyone !iable for military ser- 
vice, It makes no distinction of na- 
tlonality and doeq not affect one’s 
citizenship in any way. It is In the 
nature of a census of the man and 
woman power of the country. Every 
person in Canada who is sixteen years 
of age or older (with certain specifiel 
exemptions which do not congern the 
ayerage person) will have to register 
on the day appointed (June 22nd), 
and the consulate strongly urges Am- 
ericans to do so, as there are penal- 
ties for those who fall to comply with 
the order in counell.

Porter, of Detroit, Mich., who was the 
engineer of construction on the 
bridge, and more intimately connect- 
ed with the mighty enterprise than 
any other man. 

There are now from 100 to 200 cars 
a day running over the bridge and 
some of the trains are pretty heavy 
ones, but the vasi siructure is seem- 
ingly as unaffected by the passage 
from shore to shore as it would be by 
so many baby carriages. The full 
test load has not been applied yet, but 
it will be shortly. This test load will 
amount to 6,000 pounds per lineal foot 
over the whole central span, which, 
from pier to pier, is 1,600 feat. The 
load i: equivalent to two of the heav- 
jest loaded trains, side by eide, the 
length of the bridge, If it can stand 
up under this, it will stand up under 
any possible load that can be placed 
on it in the course of ordinary traffic. 

Practically Finished 

Not much remains to be done to fit 
the bridge for permanent business, 
There is a strip of cement sidewalk to 
be laid on the central link, the section 
which wag hoisted into place last. fall 
with such anxiuus care, after its pre- 
decessor had gone lunging into the 
St. Lawrence because a steel casting 
forming a part of the pedestal on 
which the hoisting apparatus stood 
gave Way at the critical moment. 
Then there is a little painting to be 
done, At present only one of the 
tracks is in use, but both will be op- 
erated as 600n as these final tests are 
finished, 

Mr. Porter exhibited a broadside 
photograph of the bridge which en- 
abled one to realize its vast size more 
than ever before, A train, going 
across, looked a mere _ insignificant 
string of dots. Reviewing some of its 
principal dimensions, the engineer 
remarked that the height of the tow- 
ers, at the balance point of tho canti- 
levers, 375 feet, is more than three 
times the heigh’ of the dome of the 
Alberta partament buildings. The 
height of the bridge, 150 feet above 
the level of the highest tides, is 30 
feet greater in altitude than the dome, 
The length of the central spar, as 
hag been said, is 1,500 feet, and the 
length of the entire bridge is 2,830 
feet. The structure weighs 66,500 
tons, three times as much as the 
Phoenix bridge, Which collapsed some 
years ago. 

Better Than the Old 


The new bridge is far better than 
the old, both from an engineering and 
a practical point of view. The great 
bulk of the fallen structure, 20,000 
tons of steel, still lies at the bottom of 
the St. Lawrence, together with 6,000 
tons more in the shape of the span 
loet last year. ‘Chis mass of material 
constitutes no interference with navi- 
gation and will probably be permitted 
to lie where it is, as the cost of salvag- 
ing it would be greater than it is 
worth, even at the present high price 
of steel, 

Mr. Porter's address to the local 
branch of the Canadian Society of Mn- 
gineers, in the council chamber, to- 
night, on the subject of the Quebec 
bridge, is eagerly anticipated by the 
members of the euciety.

600 ALBERTA BOYS

Over 600 boys in the province of 
Alberta are now active soldiers of the 
soll, according to the report given by 
the provincial superintendent, A. A. 
Marks, of Edmonton, who has just 
returned from a provincial conference 
in Calgary on Thursday. Mr. Marks 
also reported that exactly 898 boys are 
enlisted in this moyement in the proy- 
ince, while there are several hundred 
others working on the land who are 
not enrolled, 

it wae further stated that out of the 
six hundred boys working in Alberta 
there had not been ten to complain, 
Mr. Marks thought the reason for this 
was that the boys are the highest type 
of boyhood in the province and they 
have gone to the land with the idea of 
doing anything and everything neces- 
tary to increase food production. 

if L. Caldwell, of Edmonton, re- 
ported that 29 towns had been organ- 
ized in his zone wiih 194 boys at work, 
and many more than that working 
but not enrolled. 

The use of the printed agreements 
in every case was urged by Mr. Marks, 
as these put a limit on the number of 
hours which the farmer could work

haying and harvesting seasons, 

An effort will be made to have every

After the abortive rebellion of 
Easter week, 1916, plans were made 
for a revolt in 1917, but this mis- 
carried because of America’s entry 
into the war and Germany's inability 
to send troops to Ireland, An up- 
rising in Ireland was planned for this 
year after the German offensive in 
the west had been successful and when 
Great Britain presumably would be 
etripped of trecps. 

Concerning the recent arrests in 
Ireland, the statement says that facts 
and documents, for obvious reasons, 
cannot be disclosed at this time, nor 
can the means of communication be- 
tween Germany and Ireland. 

One phase of every plan called for 
the establishment of submarines in 
Ireland. «In tie present circumstances 
it is added, no other course was open 
to the government “If useless bionil- 
shed was to be avoided and its duties 
to its Allies fulfilled but to intern the

Text of Statement, 

The statement from the press bu- 
reau follows: 

“The revolutionary movement in 
Ireland which culminated in the ar- 
rest of a considerable number of per- 
sons last week consisted of two close- 
ly related series of activities: (a) At- 
tempts by the German government to 
foment rebellion in Ireland; and (b) 
Preparations made In Ireland to carry 
these attempts into action. The story 
of the active connection between the 
leaders of the Sinn Fein movement 
and the Germans as disclosed by docu- 
ments in possession of the British 
government falls into two paris—the 
period prior to and the period since 
the abortive Irish rebellion of Kast. 
er, 1016, 

“The events of the first period can 
be told in some detail, but the sec- 
ond period, which concerns recent 
events, permits of.no more than a 
summary as a.full statement of the 
facts and documenta in possession of
